With the -publishing of this 
“week’s edition of The Citizen our 
‘old reliable Miehle sheet-fed cyl- 
ander whose last patents date from 
tthe turn of the ceritury,-will fall 
‘silent. Each week since Novem- 
‘ber of 1956 it has groaned into 
action. to. print The Citizen. Its 
‘predecessor, a _ slightly larger 
‘Campbell cylinder press of even 
earlier. yintage is believed to have 
been in our shop at the founding 
of The Bethel News. in- June of 
1895. If our belief is correct, for 
“over 60 years the original press 
produced The News and later The 
‘Citizen, until it gave-up the ghost 
fone afternoon in Atigust of 1956, 
From that day until November of 
’ that year the paper was printed on 
‘a smaller press in the plant two 
pages at a time. 

Next week The Citizen will move 
into a new era with the paper be- 
ing printed on the offset press of 
the Lewiston Sun-Journal. Type- 
‘setting will be done in our plant 
utilizing our recently acquired 
‘computerized equipment as will 
Jayout and paste-up, with the com- 
pleted pages then being taken to 
Lewiston for insertion of photo- 
wraphs, making of plates and 
printing, 

No longer will our neighbors on 
Upper Main Street be “serenad- 
ed” on sultry summer evenings by 
the rhythmic “thump-thump” of 
The Citizen’s rumbling press. Thir- 
ty years ago, Bethel’s first town 
manager, O.T. Rozelle said he 
could: tell when he could get his 
paper on Thursday afternoon by 
noting when the building stopped 
shaking. The earlier Campbell 
‘made more noise and vibrated the 
venerable Cole Block much more 
than the Michle. 

Starting next week, The Citizen 
‘will be. published on Wednesdays. 
The new publication schedule nec- 
essitates earlier deadlines: with 
display and classified ads togeth- 
er with local notices due in our 
office by 5 p.m. Mondays. Our 
‘correspondents are to have their 
items in by Saturday noon. Be- 
‘cause of the stringent time limits 
imposed by the early Wednesday 
morning printing. 50 miles away,

Andover residents 


approve continued 
driveway plowing 


Andover town meeting voters 
told their officials in no uncertain 
terms last Saturday that they 
wanted the policy of using town 
plows to clear private driveways 
to remain in effect. 

The selectmen, in their report to 
the town, Said, “This year we have 
received many complaints regard- 
ing the plowing of driveways. Ev- 
eryone wants theirs to be first, The 
plowing of driveways uses a pub- 
lie dollar for a private interest, and 
is illegal. Yet because it has al- 
ways been done in Andover, the 
selectmen have gone. along. with 
the ‘will of the people.’ The select- 
men and the road commissioner 
have discussed this issue on sev- 
eral occasions and all of us would 
like to see the practice discontin- 
ued.” 

But the measure to do away with 
the plowing received. affirmative 
votes by only 15 of the approxi- 
mately 50 registered voters at the 
meeting, Opposition to curtailing 
the plowing of private driveways 
came from those who argued that 
it was a nice tradition and was 
espécially helpful for senior citi- 
zens, 

Voters reversed the recommen- 
dations of town officials on two 
other articles as well. Instead of 
the $14,000 for the Fire Depart- 
ment recommended by officials, 
voters, at thé suggestion of Fire 
Chief Kerry Merrill, brought the 
figure up to $15,500. That is in 
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very little if any leeway can be 
afforded the deadlines. 

As one of the last hot-metal let- 
terpress newspapers in the north- 
east The Citizen has, in the past 
few months, been a subject of me- 
dia attention, with coverage on 
public radio and WMTW, and in 
the Maine Sunday Telegram, Lew- 
iston Sun, Sunday, Down East, 
Providence Sunday Journal, Mag- 
netic North, and our neighbor to 
the south, the Norway Advertiser. 
Last Thursday we were visited by 
a reporter and photographer from 
UPI and on Wednesday of this 
week a reporter and cameraman 
from WCSH-TV. This could he 
pretty heady stuff for a small 
country weekly which only a few 
short months ago was relatively 
unknown outside its “little corner 
of the world.” jkb

lowing the Down East Telephone 
Pioneer Club to use the town-own- 
ed “McInnis Lot" for a telephone 
museum was rejected. Voters con- 
cluded the site would cause traf- 
fie problems, and they also felt

their house. But. what if they put 
in a new bathroom ora second 
bathroom?” 

Richard Roy -could not see the 
sense in that argument, “Now 
they want to know if you’ve got a 
second bathroom in your house,” 
he said, : 

Selectman Phillip Hyam tried to 
win the audience over: “Tf proper- 
ty assessments aren’t up-to-date, 
Some people aren’t paying their 
fair share,” he argued, 

But voters were clearly afraid 
of giving officials any addition- 
al say over what a ‘landowner 
could or could not do on his 
land, “It’s just a way for a few 
people to get’ control over 
things,” said Win Comley. 

Other articles, however, were 
generally approved as they had 
been set out by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. and the Budget Commit- 
tee, So smoothly did things go for 
awhile that Moderator Inman com- 
mented, ‘We must have a very 
contented town.” This came after 
voters approved a motion from the 
floor by the Budget Committee’s 
Phelps Poland to increase sclect- 
men’s salaries 50 cents an hour, 
to $5.50, 

In other matters, voters discon- 
tinued the “Frank  Littlehale 
Road,” with just three voters op- 
posed. They also authorized the 
selectmen to sell the 1984 Interna- 
tional dump tractor. Mr. Roy ques- 
tioned Road Commissioner Robert 
Coffin as to the nature of the trac- 
tor’s. problems. “What's wrong 
with it?” queried Mr. Roy. “You 
name it,” responded Mr. Coffin. 

Ellis Ellingwood questioned the 
Selectmen about the rationale for 
wanting to set aside a whopping 
$5,000 for a new sidewalk on Main 
Street, from Depot Street to the 
intersection of Maple Street. Sel- 
ectman Heikkinen replied that the 


$5,000 would be the start of a’ 


Sidewalk repair fund for all side- 
walks in town. Said Mr. Elling- 
wood. “That explanation is too 
vague for me.” The assembly ap- 
parently agreed, voting to pass 
over the article. 

Thomas Elliott questioned the 
need for two articles setting aside 
money for the dump. One article 
added an additional $10,000 to the 
Solid Waste Capital Réserve Fund, 
which already had $28,500. The 
other set aside $25,000 to convert 
the dump into a “green box’ 
transfer station, to be organized 
if the Anburn incinerator agrees 
to accept the town’s trash. Mr. 
Elliott wondered if the cart were 
being placed before the horse: 
“Are we going to wind up in the 
same fix Woodstock is in?** (Wood- 
Stock and Greenwod inaugurated 
a tratisfer station last fall but 
have failed to get a state permit 
for it.) 

Selectinan Hyam assured voters 
the town would go ahead with the 
conversion if Auburn accepts the 
trash. Mary Anni Brown wondored 
what would happen to the pre- 
Sent overfilled dump if the traris- 
fer station were not developed. 
Selectman Heikkinen joked that 
the presént moutided dump cotild 
be turned into a ski slope. 

Almost all other money atticles 
passed without discussion, except 
for the smallest, which was Brant. 
ing an allotment of $50 to the 
Oxford County Soil and Water 
Conservation District. “What do 
they do?” Fred Swasey wanted to 
know. Moderator Inman replied,

addition to the $5,000 earmarked 
for hydrants. 

Voters also wanted more money 
for town recreation programs. At 
the suggestion of Recreation Di- 
rector Gary Williamson, voters 
doubled the amount the Budget 
Committee had earmarked for 
those programs, from $2,000 {fo 
$4,000, in order to have a sumimer 
director. That is in addition to 
$3,500 for tennis court repair. 

What to do with the windfall gen- 
erated by the favorable settlement 
of the Comsat tax case was an in- 
triguing question for voters, They 
decided to re-invest the §715,0C0 
principal, and each year re-invest 
25 percent of the interest. As for 
the remaining 75 percent of the 
interest, voters decided to use it 
yearly to reduce the tax rate. 
They: also put into the motion that 
any changes in disposition of the 
windfall could be made only with 
a two-thirds vote of the register- 
ed voters. The money has been in 
T-bills since the town received it 
last year, The selectmen will ex- 
plore different investment ap- 
proaches through discussions with 
bankers, 

On the matter of accepting a 
portion of Farmer’s Hill Road as 
a town way, voters did not give 
a “tyes” or a “no.’? Instead, they 
authorized the selectmen and road 
commissioner to inspect it and see 
if it meets town specifications. If 
it does, the selectmen are empow- 
ered to accept it as a town way. 
If it doesn’t, Ken Dixon, the peti- 
tioner, would be allowed to make

In other matters, all the incuni- 
bents running for re-election kept 
their jobs easily, with no write-in 
candidates being put forward, 
Those running, and elected, were 
Raymond Hutchins for selectman, 
61 votes; Kerry Merrill for fire 
chief, 62 votes; Kathy Williamson, 
town clerk and tax collector, 58 
votes; Darline Hall, school direc- 
tor, 59 votes; Wilbur Chenery, 
road commissioner, 62 votes, Har- 
old Falkenham was elected on 
the floor to a three-year term on 
the Land Advisory Committee. 
Bobby Richardson was elected 
moderator of the meeting.

chase, Town officials Herbert Dun- 
ham and Phyllis Coolidge, Fire 
Chief Hugh Swan, Road Commis- 
sioner Raymond W. Seames all 
presented the town with reasons 
for the need for the new equip- 
ment, 

The biggest issue of the meect- 
ing concerned the transfer station. 
The townspeople voted “no” on 
allowing the businesses within the 
town to have keys to the transfer 
Station, The moderator read an 
opinion from. an attorney, not- 
ing it would be against DEP regu- 
lations to allow the people to take 
trash to the dump without an at- 
tendant on the site. Concerned 
businessmen George Stevens and 
Bob Coolidge both said they would 
be willing to act as dump atten- 
dants for themselves and they 
would sign an agreement that they 
would only dump trash and paper 
goods at the site. Herbert Dunham, 
first selectman, stood in for Sel- 
ectman Wayne Redman, in charge 
of the dump, who was absent fram 
the meeting, and told the business- 
men, “You will never get a key, 
but if you tell us what hours that 
you want the dump open during the 
week, then maybe the attendant 
can be on-call or the dump hours 
can change. But this decision will 
have to be voted on by both Green- 
wood and Woodstock.” 


The townspeople voted ‘no’ on 
authorizing the selectmen to sell 
the Locke Mills Elementary School 
building. Selectman Millett urged 
the town to keep the building for 
use of the town office, Mellen 
Kimball (plumber) spoke to the 
town meeting on the condition 
of the school. He mentioned the 
expense of converting the steam- 
heated building to a more practi- 
cal heating system, and of a prob- 
lem with mud seeping over a wall 
in the basement, He admitted that 
it would be expensive to upgrade 
the building, but worthwhile for 
the town to keep it. The voters au- 
thorized the selectmen and town 
clerk to explore the feasibility of 
moving the town office to the 
school, and to report back, includ- 
ing costs, to the 1986 annual town 
meeting. The town also authorized 
the selectmen to lease or rent the 
school building. 

The Fire Department Auxiliary 
prepared baked beans, casseroles, 
Salads, rolls, pies and coffee.

Telstar cross-country skiers were 
impressive at the Maine Team 
tryouts Sunday at Black Mountain, 
with three boys and one girl being 
tapped for the state team, which 
will compete at the Eastern High 
School Championships March 16 
and 17 at Lake Placid, N.Y. 

With the entire Class A cham- 
pion six man boys’ team compet- 
ing as individuals, three of the 
team made the selection. Scott 
Korhonen led the local boys, com- 
ing in 8rd overall, just 30 seconds 
from winner Dan Greenleaf, of 
Rumford. Mike Kelly, who had 
beaten Greenleaf in the Stan Fox 
Cup, took Gth overall, while Rick 
Bodwell took 10th, There are 12 
members on the state boys’ team. 

Heidi Belanger, the only Telstar 
girl in the tryouts, placed 9th, 
earning herself a place on the 12- 
member state girls’ team. 

The showing by the Telstar con- 
tingent—placing four members on 
the state cross-country teams, was.
